be on its way to free the British Isles." Kossuth repudiated those who have

The 
Kaiser must be taught a lesson. If the Kaiser cannot heed the lesson of history, 
then he must be educated still further."

Berlin (September 27, 1906) Negotiations are reportedly going on, despite a 
threatened walkout by the French, over the question of Italy. It is to be hoped that 
the Italian question will be settled this winter, as the Kaiser has reportedly pre- 
pared new concessions to be sent before the French Council of Deputies in St. Peters- 
burg (West Coast) .
